Tho account given intlio clospatchea 
■which wo published yesterday from 
San Francisco exchanges of a conflict 
Ijetwoen the Govcrnor-Generiil of Ca- 
nada and his now constitutional advi- 
sers should bo received "cuui grauo 
salis" It is coixtradiotory, as most of 
the Canadian news coming through 
that channel is, and in part inconsis- 
tent with l-.uown fact. And, more- 
over, tho unreasonableness of the 
stateiAeuts will readily appear if tho 
reader reflects that the now Ministry 
really have the. game in their own 
Lands. *Their predeceOTora might 
make apponitments,and the Gk)Temor- 
"^^'i&eniaraV might "refuse to cancel them; 

.^buiidt is obvious that the new Govem- 
■ ; melit posSess the power of unmaking, 
«i •-however undesirable the exeicise of 
that power ' might ' be, so that there 
could be no necessity for any very seri- 
ous conflict. Upon the whole, there- 
forej we are inclined to set these state- 
raents down as exaggerated, possibly 
baseless, reports of Opposition nows- 
l^aper correspondents. Nevertheless, 
there is enough in this question of exe- 
cutive patronage to justify and demand 
serious thought. if, indeed, tho creation 
of additional constitutional checks is 
' not urgently called for. After 
making due allowance for tho extreme 
views expressed by contending parties, 
one must ndmit that an important prin- 
ciple is involved. Indeed, wo are not 
quite satisfied that the spirit of the con- 
stitution has not been infringed by the 
outgoing Administration. The theoi^ 
of llesponsible Government assumes 
the jjossession of the coniidcnce 
of the country by the Minis- 
ters, that confidence being expressed 
through the people's representatives in 
Parliament. The moment there is a 
constitutionally expressed withdrawal 
of tliat confidenco, that moment should 
the executive functions cease, as far, 
at any rate, as may bo compatible with 
.. 'the intoests. of the public service. It 
■■' ia quite true that, in the matter "of ap- 
pointments, as well asin other matters, 
emergencies nngliL arise in which the 
public interest would suiTer by a sud- 
den and absolute cessation ofuxocutive 
functions; but it must bo jjcrtectly 
clear to every unprejudiced mind that 
for a Ooveniment in that position to make 
appointments right and loft merely for 
•the sako of iiiakiuf;' the must of the mo- 
ments that remain to them for the pnr- 
poso of rowarding friends and jiolitioal 
partizana involves a iirineiple oHHoiitially 
bad and in direct coiitnivoiilion of the 
true spirit of tho constitution. It must 
be admitted that ])n,tioungo under sneli 
circumstances is t'lo nearly akin to "loot." 
The aet loo clearly rosemblca tho con- 
duct of the "Unjubt Steward" mentioned 
in the Gospels. But there is atill another 
and even more practical ground of objec- 
tion to the dispensing of patronage under 
tlio circumataiices adverted to. A Gov- 
ornment is supposed to bo hold responsible 
by Paiiiamont for ihe manner of dispena- 
.jrg patronage us for all else, and thi.") very 
rcsiionaibility is in tlio nature of a chock 
against making bad apijointinenta. But 
a Ministry in tho lliroea of dissolution 
can hardly be jjieaiuned to feel any re- 
straint of this kind, Hu that appoiutuienta 
mad'e "at such a time and under such cir- 
cumstanoca would not bo so likely to be 
wisely and well made as under ordinary 
circumstances. It may bo said that in 
tho instance which lias givon rise- to these 
observations no constitutional expression 
of want of conlidenco had beongivcMi; lait 
that wonld bo at best a mere evasion of 
the point. Tho jury had not, it is true, 
formally rendered their verdict; but thev 
were considering it, and Biioh was no time 
to make ajijiointments other than ^rluit 
might have been demanded by the exi- 
gences of the public service. Whatever 
action may bo taken liy tiie now Crovern- 
nient with regard to the dying acta oC the 
old in this respect, it seems highly desir- 
able that such safeguards should be creat- 
ed as will prevent a repetition of similar 
action in the future,

At IX recent meeting of tho farmers of 
Raanioh.upou tho occasion of the Plough- 
ing Match, the subject of a Vublic Market 
at Victoria was bi-oachod and dealt with 
iu tho form of a resolution calling for aid 
from the Victoria Municipal Council. 
Wo aro not amongst those who imagino 
that tho Corporation of Victoria skouhl 
ho asked to Hhonlder every burthen, pub- 
lic or private, that tho rightful bearers 
find tdo heavy; (tho Provincial Govern- 
ment tried very hard last Spring to in- 
duce our city to support tho Provincial 
police and failed, very properly;) but it 
seems eminently proper that tho city 
should me^t, in some way, the requiro- 
nicnts of the farmers; to provide for them 
suitable bnihliiigs aud grounds where thoy 
may uieei; and clispoao of their produce 
instead of being forced, as now, to hawk 
it from door to door to lind oustomers. 
We aro sorry, therefore, that tho Oity 
Miijl 1!y-L*w does not contain provision 
for tho\n-ection of » Publi<j Market .\fi th- 
in tho eity limits. Such provisibri would 
luwQ tended to popularize the measure, 
and would have imparted to it a much 
greater degree of utility than it now poa- 
HOSKcs at lirat sight. Perhaps it is not 
too late, even now, to supply the deficiency, 
so that whilst providing comfortablo 
ipiarters for the City Fathers we may at 
tlie same time greatly advance the inter- 
ests of the farming community.
